RAPIDLY RECOVERING 


REPORTS FROM. THE SICK ROOM, 


A Better Palse, Respiration and Temperature, In 
dicates a Movement Toward Oonvalescence 
~Iaterviews with the Dostors—Mrs 

’ Garfield Daring the Orisis. 


WASHINGTON, August $1.—As hope returns 
more is learned in detail of the terrible anxiety 
of last Friday, It appears that thesurgeons, after 
the alarming aymptoms of the morning, decided 
tha’ it was useless to longer continue the struggle, 
and two of their number were detailed to wait 
upon Mrs. Garficid and to inform her that medi- 
cal aclence could do no more> and that she must 
prepare for the worst. The interview which oc- 
eurred between these surgeons and Mrs. Garfield, 
if true as reported, will be regarded as one of the 
most drametic incidents in this extraordinary 
case. Captain Henry, marshal of this district, a 
friend of the president and his family, says that 
Mrs. Garfleld heard the news, and smothering 
her emotion, arose aud said: = 

“Gentlemen, you shall not give him a 3 He is 
not going to die. He is going Ww live. feei, I 
xuow it. Go back to your post and leave it not 
uutil every remedy is exhausted; until death 
itself has set its seal upon him, for I will not be- 
ileve that he is going todie. Go back and do 
what you cav, you cannot do more, but dou’t 
giveup. Iam his wife, and I say that we will 
uot give Up untii the end itse:f is upon us,”’ 


The late gain in the president’s condition is 
apparent in four important symptoms :The pulse 
ty lower and stropger, the stomach works better, 
the iuflamed giand is throwing offits disturbing 
coutents,and the original injury is again resum- 
ing its healing processes; in a word, the president 
has successfully passed avother crisis. 

Mrs. Garfield has never surrendered more than 
& moment or two at any time to her grief, and 
then she has retired to her room and after a brief 
absence returned to her post of Wuty at the presi- 
dent's bedside. 

Mrs, Garfield sat in the door her room, just 
across the halifrem the dyin man’s chamber. 
As every one Came out she li ted her face appeal- 
ingly and said with herexpression as plainly as 
words would say it, “Is thereauy hopeful sigu?’’ 
Each time the answer came, ‘‘Nochange.’’ This 
she heard repeated ai intervals many times, 
A visitorwho saw her theu walked with her to 
the library. Seexing to encourage her shew said: 

“Your husband may live a Week or even ten 
days iu this condition. Ja that time who can tel] 
what new cause for hope may spring up?”’ 

‘Alas! 1 am forced to believe that his life can 
uot be prolonged, and if it is, there are so few, so 
very {sw chauces. But yet,’’ she said, ‘‘] have 
hope. James can do anything. He is trying to 
get well, He never faiis,”’

The improvement of the president during the 
past twenty-four hours has been very marked 
anc the feeling of hope which has been. steadily 
growing since Saturday,is now fast strengthening 
into a feeling of confidence. 

The patient had a quiet restful night, and his 
condition as shown by the official bulletin this 
morning was much better than yes- 
terday. The parotid swelling had decreased 
materially in sizeand improved very much in 
appearance. The irritation caused by it and by 
the cutting and the surgical manipulations of it 
yesterday had subsided. The pulse had fallen to 
100and all the patient's symptoms indicated a more 
decided change for the better than even the most 
sanguine of his friends had dared to anticipate. 
The most of the members of the cabinet called at 
the mansion as usual soon after the appearance 
of the morning bulletin, but none 
made a lopg stay, and some after reading 
the bulletin went, to the departments without 
eutering the mansion at all.

He will be taken 
somewhere at the earliest moment compatible 
Ww perfect safety, and if he has a 
few more as good days as this has been, 
that time will not be very remote. The patient 
has taken about the same amount of food to-day 
as heretofore, but ite character has been more 
varied. Hechewed a piece of beefsteak and 
swallowed the juice this morning. He hada 
plateful of soup at 3 o’clock this after- 
noon in addition to the beef extract 
and milk, which we give him regularly. 
Later in the day or w~morrow morning we shall 
let him have some oyster broth and more milk 
toast. We continue to administer stimulating 
enemata, six teaspoonsful of whisky every four 
hours, aud attribute largely to this feature of 
treatment the recent improvement in his con- 
dition. I have received a number of let- 
ters to day commenting unfavorably 
upon our use of elecoholic stimulants 
in this case, but the writers never having seen 
the paifent are not qualified to judge as to the 
wisdom of the measures which we bave taken. 
During the recent period of exhaustion any re- 
duction in the quantity «f whisky given was fol- 
lowed promptly by a warning of danger in the 
shape of high, feeble and fluctuating pulse. 
It was largely by stimulants that he was 
kept up during the worst stages of the glandular 
inflammation. In conciusion, Dr. Bliss said he 
was perfectly satisfied with the progress which 
the president had made to-day, There was no 
material change in the. patient’s condition this 
afternoon until about 4 o’clock. He chewed 
another piece of beefsteak, swallowing the juice as 
before and had four ounces of oyster broth 
which he greatly relished. His pulse 
rose gradually after 4 o’clock, and at 
the evening examination stood at 107. There 
was, however, no noticeable increase of temper- 
ature and all other symptoms continued favora~ 
ble. Since the evening bulletin his pulse has 
fallen again to 104 and will, it is thought, be be- 
low 100 by midnight. 

In ah interview with a reporter of the 
associated press this evening, Dr. Reyburn, in re- 
ply to a question, said that no importance what- 
ever should be attached to the fact mentioned in 
the 6:30 bulletin that the gland has made an 


opening spontaneously into the mouth. No pus 
has found its way through this opening and it is 
not likely that any wiil for the reason that 
it can escape much more easily 
through the external outie's. Toe open 
ing into the mouth is abvut the middle of the 
cheek, and in the position ia whieh the patient 
lies most of the time. There are two or three 
external openings lower down which drain all 
the from the part of the gland 
with which the mouth is in commupication 
No danger whatever of any kind 
is apprehended from this neW feature 
of glandular supprration. The pus, Dr. Reyburn 
says, is not likely to get into the mouth, and even 
if itshouid it would do vo harm. At this hour, 

1:30 pm., the president’s pulse ia nearly down 
again to 100. His temperature and respiration are 
normal, and his Condition is as satisfactory as at 
any tithe during the day.

THE CONSEQUENCES OF THE CONFERENCE 

The objects meditated by this conference have 
nothing in them of a centralizing character, or 
even a tendency that way. 

Nor are the objects for a legislative or a dcc- 
trinal purpose. The main object is to promote 
fraternity, to increase the moral force of Method- 
ism, and to secure a more extended rpiritual in- 
fluence. Two hundred delegates, chiefly from 
America, meet a like number of this kingdom, 
tothusconfer. It is European and American 
Methodism combining in at ecumenical confer- 
ence, for a period of twelve days to discuss and 
promote fraternity and faith. The outcome wil, 
therefore, be more Christian activity. It is to 
stimulate this. Methodism is a growing factor of 
faith in the east ind in the west, and it is also 
an effective educative missionary agency. It is 
to extend and enlarge this power that 
this conference is called together. At no 
period of this cantury are there more demands 
upon Christian activity thau now. The animosity 
of the anti-Christian revolution is erected against 
all authority, be it pope or president, emperor or 
Anarchy in a red Garibeldi shirt, armed 
with Hartmann tools, aad urged on by an 
“assassin preas’’ The whole o! Europe is politi- 
cally or partisaaly perturbed. Look to the Jeru 
salem of the new law—RKome—and violent men 
menace the see of Peter. Look at monotheistic 
Germany and transcendentalism has trampled 
upou all faith in the Trinity o:her than that trin- 
ity of revolution, riot and red radicaiism. Look 
at France, and modern paganism is more popuiar 
than itsancient faith. In a word, internal disseu 
sion and heathen hayoc, mark the march of a 
ruthless inroad upon the sanctities and purities of 
domestic life, and the principle of 
faith and morality. Never were Christian 
men more demanded than now. And never was 
a conference more needed than this one if the 
consequences be increased spiritual, activity and 
enlargement. 

WHERE WESLEY PREACHED, PRAYED AND DIED 

The first conference held by the Methodists ‘was 
in the ‘‘Foundry”’ on the line of the City rowdj in 
Fiusbury or Moorfields. This was held on! fa- 
day, June 25, 1744, aud continued for five c#ys. 
But six clericals and four laymen were present, 
and their programme embraced three topics. The 
first, ‘What to Teach; the second, ‘‘How to 
Teach ;"’ the third, ‘‘What te do;"’ Le. “what to 
doin regulating doctrine, discipline and prac- 
tice.’’ Not untl the second conference in the 
same ‘“‘foundry,’’ duriog the m nth of June, 1747, 
was there any conclave views regarding the right 
of private judgment, whea the well known cotu- 
clusion was a:rived at, i. ec. “every man must 
think for himself, since every an must give an 
account for himself to God."’ 

Then, too, the real spirit of distinctness in Meth 
odism srose and Walked by itself. Here, then, 
was

THE CRADLE OF ME 4ODISM. 
Its birthplace was in Oxford; ts brief and early 
nursery in Savannah, Ga. I ay be allowed to 
describe this cradle. In the y 11716 Moorfields, 
situated on the northern boundary of the London 
wall, via the City road, were selected as out-of- 
way parts to establish a government foundry. 
Under the control of the ordnance officer, one 
Colonel Armstrong, this military workshop was 
erected. Hither came the cannon captured from 
the French by the brawling big duke of Mar!- 
borough who captured much more on official 
paper than on the battle-field. After casting 
theirdamp moulds and pouring in the molten 
metal a severe explosion took place that convert- 
ed the ‘“‘foundry’’ intoj ruins. Its locality 
on the highways and by the hedges was 
in keeping with Wesley’s open-air 
preaching. He leased the ruin, and in a little 
while made tt a fit place for man to worship in 
forchildren to be schooled in and for himself to 
preach and prayiv. He and George Whitefield 
had been tossed about from pillar to post and 
ejected from the provincial churches time and 
again, sothat even a ruin formed an acceptable 
resting place for these preachers and their peni- 
tents. 

Resembling somewhat the architectural ‘‘style’’ 
of a small corner grocery in Atlanta twenty-five 
years ago, with aside yard and a back building, 
a rickety door and two gaunt windows, with a 
ope eyed garret, this ‘“foundry’’ wes a proud 
structure compared to the two solitary windmills 
that had for some years given a name to their 
local habitation. This spot was then called 
Windmill Hill. It is now called Windmill street. 
An old map of London that I was looking at 
recently portrays Moorfields and the two wind- 
mills as well as the ‘‘Foundry.’’ A landscape is 
also presented of the country around this north- 
ern pari of London wall, and cows are indicated 
as lowing upon their pastures within sound of 
Lombard street and the bank of England. The 
approach to the city from Finsbury or Moors 
fields, is now styled Moorgate street, for in the 
old London walla gate opened to the moor— 
hence the name of thestreet. In no other part of 
London is there a vestige of the old Roman wall 
to be seen but in a lecality just out of tiris Moor- 
gate street. I believe Wesley purchased the 
Foundry locality for about a sum equal to $4,000. 
To day this identical spot could not be bought 
for $4,000,000 or more. Other times, other men, 
tenants, money, and bricks and wmor- 
tar! And other conferences and Meth- 
odists. But this was the cradle 
of Methodism. Here the first and second and 
even the thirtieth following conferences were 
held. Here the foundation stone of the Metho- 
dist mansion was iaid. Moorfields became «a 
moral garden. Methodism planted here its seed 
that grew up strong,and spread out over and 
about London aud the Christian world, even 
while its founder was in his 75th year. 

THE CHAPEL WHERE THE CONFERENCE MEET. 

Near this same spot the new celebrated chapel 
of John Wesley was founded on the 2ist of April, 


a |1777, when rain showers come upon the ceremony

Oa Novemher ist, 1778, his ample edifice was 
completed and dedipated. The first conference 
he'd in this chapel was in 1785, on July 26th. 
Seventy preachers were the delegates, and har- 
meny and prosperity marked the deliliberations 
‘Then and there John Wesley gave his reasoas 
for accrediting and ordaining Dr. Coke, Mr. 
Whatcoat and Mr. Vasey to America. . 

Some of Wesley's best sermons were delivered

Yet in this 
identical churchyard are there the links of the 
past shapped asunder from those of the present 
in many anu American family. In the Wesleyan 
Chapel churchyard, Virginia and Georgia, Caro 
lina and F.orida, can find a silent yet eloquent 
wmbstove telling of friend and relaii u, past and 
present. As one would call the death-roll on 
this spot so the living in America would respond. 
Followers and friends of John Wesley, like his 
disciples, have many resting places in many 
lands,

SCOTTS WA HAE! 

On the 25th and 26th August Bonnie Scotiand 
will be brawliegnd booming. Fully 40,000 of her 
native and clan troops will be outia a biaze of 
tartan And trimmings to be reviewed by Queen 
Victoria. Next to the bagpipe and the cock-a- 
leekie the Scotch love theirqueen. Loyalty, ever 
since the days of King Charlie, has been at a pre- 
nium with Sawney. He would rather serve 
loyally in a very bot and low place than com- 
mand ina high and cool one. Hence it comes 
that every couniy will show its kilis and its 
calves to Queen Victoria on or about the 25th aud 
26th instant. Itis pleasant to see big brawuy 
Seots with low-necked trousers doing what is 
paradoxically Called ‘a dress parade’’ before 
these modest monarchs, Behold Caithness with a 
corps of artillery and all the riders minus breeks! 
Behold Sutherland and Ross, each with a High- 
land regiment that could do a fling worthy of the 
days and the irritations of the dukeof Argyll’s 
fiddle. Three divisions of a Scotch corps d’ armeé 
are not seen every day, and each division of four 
brigades of the finest peasantry the world ever 
saw or will see, 

Major-General Macdonald, in commanding 
such forces of Nerth Britain, may well be proud 
of his material and his monarchy. The Camerons 
and the Campbells, the McArthurs and McLeods, 
the oldest names of modern Sc ts, will be fully 
represented, O!d Holyrood is now being fur- 
bished forthis military event, and the parade 
ground around it. of nearly 2,000 feet long and 
10,000 broad w= form a pleasant spot to ‘‘stand at 
ease.”’ 

Picturesque park is this, with Whinny Brae be- 
yond and Crow hill looming up in the distance.

THE QUEEN AND JOHN BROWN, 

A coud deal is said about Queen Victoria by 
persons who rarely, if ever, see her, and know 
little or nothing of her. And this good deal is al- 
waysin the American press. After the queen, the 
intelligent scribes picture ridiculous and 
grotesque imaginary scenes and conversations of 
the princess of Wales. When these descriptions 
come over to this country the roars of great 
laughter are beyond measure, and the estimate 
of the publications containing them are decid- 
ly small. 

An immense amount of fanciful foam has been 
indulged in about John Brown. This body- 
servant isa true type of a highland “‘gillie,’’ or 
place-man. During Prince Albert’s life he served 
the queen’s consort with sincere fealty. He knew 
his place and his duty, and, like a true Scotch- 
man, he was not recreant to either, nor did he 
require constaut orders like the English valet or 
general waiting-man. He always anticipated the 
wants of his employer, and thus made himself a 
necessity for his place, That is how most Scotch- 
men get oniu the world. Unlike the English, who 
are always looking out for pay-day and a 
holiday, John Brown looked out for the law of 
meum and tuum-—fair pay and fairwork. When 
the prince died he manifested earnest sorrow. 
This touched the queen’s heart, and poor old 
John was retained as her majesty’s special gillie. 
He anticipates every want in the ways of touring; 
knows the highways and byways of Scotland, the 
Isle of Wight and even Wiudsor and London. He 
is sober aud honest, intelligent and trustworthy, 
traits not often found in some of the highest of 
her majesty’s servitors. Hence his unique po- 
sition in accompanying the queen in her drives, 
He is fully 60 years of age, but of powerful phy- 
sique. He has his own loving wife and bairns, 
one of the latter having lost its life through 
John's absence with Prince Albert, and under 
peculiarly painful circumstances. This, too, 
is another bond the queen’s good heart 
doés not relinguish, fvr be it said 
that Queen Victoria has never been charged with 
an ungrateful or an unwomanly act. A pure 
princess, a perfect wife, a faithful monarch and 
devoted mother—she is, par excellence,a queenly 
woman. 

THE QUEEN’S QUALIFICATIONS. 

I passed afew days at Osborne lately where 
some rare books were being presented to Queen 
Victoria and I had a pleasant opportunity of 
noting some of her mental qualifications. She 
speaks Italian in preference to any other lan- 
guage whén conversing on books and paintings. 
She is very clever in the way of water color paint- 
ing and has executed a large number of such 
drawings and some hundreds arein her portfo- 
lios. In reading, and she reads every day, she pre 
fers to do so in German, while in genera! conversa- 
tion she selects French. Singular to say her criti- 
cisms on music are chiefly in English and 
in this respect she is a superior proficient, both 
practically and theoretically. Every day she has 
read to her the “‘Times"’ newspaper and some of 
the German papers. She has all the important 
events transpiring laid before her at once, either 
by telegraph or by manuscript, or publications, 
Strict injunctions are given to deny her no im- 
portant news. She has a great fondness for 
Washington Irving’s writings and Longfellow’s 
poems, and here I may eay that nearly every 
member of the royal family can quote more lib- 
erally from Longfellow than any similar number 
of persons in all of America, Indeed, I tnink 
Longfellow is better known by sctolarly Eng- 
lish people than by scholarly Americans—if 
I can put the two pari passu for what 
is the measure of exact scholarship in our country 
is notin the other. And properly so. America 
is not England, nor England America; and all 
the plausible rlatitudes about ‘‘the two English~ 
speaking nations,’’ are feeble iasipidities of non- 
sense.

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THE GREAT STORM, 


Over One Hanudred Lives Lost in the 
Vicinity of Savannah. 

SAVANNAH, August 31—Every arrival 
brings account of disasters by the storm. 
The steamer Juniata, from New York, 
whica arrived yesterday, broke down at 5 
p. m. on the 28th instant, She brought the 
crew of the schooner Hannah M, Sollis, 
from Jacksonville to New York, which she 
took off on the 28th instant, The captain 
of the schooner was lost overboard. James 
G. Harris, mate of the schooner Mary G. 
Fisher, which sailed from Philadelphia for 
Wilmington, North Carolina, coal-laden, 
was picked up atsea onthe 29th by the 
steamer Santiago de Cuba and brought to 
this port, He was on a piece of the cabin 
of the schooner, naked and delirious 
when picked up. The schooner foundered 
on the 24th off Frying Pan shoals, and al! 
bands were lost except Harris. It is esti 
mated that overoae hundred lives have 
been lost in this vicinity by the gale. Be- 
tween twenty and thirty inquests have 
already been held. With the exception of 
seven, all the bodies are those of negroes 
washed off plantations.

New York, August 31.—The Herald’s 
Saratoga letter on political gossip, contains 
the following allusions to Hon. Thomas A 
Hendricks’s efforts to secure the next presi- 
dential nomination. ‘The lettersays: “Ap 
ropos of the western democratic se:timent 
in relation to Tilden there are rumors here 
of a settled determination on the part of 
the friends of Mr. Hendricks to push him 
into prominence as the democratic 
candidate at the next presideagial con- 
vention of that party in opposition Yo Mr. 
Tilden. Ever since Mr. Hendricks re- 
ceived the nomination for vice president he 
has had the presidential bee in bis bonnet 
buzzing more loudly thanever. Heregards 
his acceptance of the second place on the 
ticket with Mr. Tilden in 1876 as a great act 
of self-abnegation and political devotion on 
his part, and considers that his condescen- 
sion at that time fully entitles him to 
head the ticket in 1884. What partic 
ular qualifications he possesses for the pres- 
ideney, what special claim he has on the 
democracy of the United States, or what 
strength he can bring to the party, it is not 
easy forany but a Hendricks man to see. 
Although his friends claim that he had no 
unfriendly feeling toward Mr Tilden last 
year, and only objected to go on the ticket 
again with him, as he would have objected 
to run for the second place with anybody 
else, the general belief in the party is that 
he was up to his eyes in the anfi-Tilden in- 
trigue, and that e would have been 
very giad to have eceived a nomination 
for the vice presidency on the Han-~ 
cock ticket, His state, Indiana, was car- 
ried by the republicans last year when 
everything favored a democratic victory, 
and this gave Hancock a fatal blow by re- 
viving the spirits of the republicans after 
the Maine defeat and encouraging the anti- 
Tilden defection from Hancock in New 
York. Mr. Hendricks’s financial vagaries 
ceriainly would not help to make him an 
available candidate, and his abilities as a 
public man are of a very ordinary character. 
Notwithstanding all this, Mr. Hendricks’s 
visit to Saratoga this summer and the large 
gathering of bis friends are shrewdly con- 
jectured to have had reference to his candi- 
dacy in 1884.”’ om 


A COVINGTON FIRE; 


Considerable Damage to Property. 

Covineton, August 31.—The destroying 
hand of the fire fiend was laid heavily upon 
our little city this morning. About 2 0’clock 
fire was discovered in the stores of Thomas 
Camp and 8. N., Stallings, on the west side 


of the public square, and in one of the 
densest viocks of wooden buildings in the 
city. The alarm was sounded, aud our cit 
izens were soon upon the ground, but the 
flames had gained too much headway to be 
suppressed. The fire spread rapidly, and 
bo:h stores were soon wrapped in flames, 
which were communicated to the adjoining 
stores and the handsome residence of the 
late Dr. J. B. Hendrick, immediately in 
the rear and occupied by his two daugh- 
ters, Misses Ludie aud Lottie Hendrick, 
and Mayor T. D. Guinn and family. In 
less than two hours the entire block or 
square was wrapped in a solid sheet of fire. 
‘Lhe block is divided from the balance of the 
town by a street on the northwest and 
south, while it fronts to the east on the 
public sqaare. Cox’s hotel, Anderson & 
Hunter’s store, the court house and Dr. 
Pitts’s store are just across the streeton the 
north side, and tor a lovg while it seemed 
impossible to save them, so intense was the 
heat from the burning buildings. 
Their fronts were charred, and the turpen- 
tine was drawo from them in sufficient 
quantity torun off on the ground. But, 
througb the heroic exertions of our citizens, 
aided by the stillness of the night, they 
were saved, The entire range of buildings 
from Thomas Camp’s to; Dearing & Guinn’s, 
together with the residence of the Misses 
Hendrick and a small colored tenement at 
the rear of Dearing & Guinn s, was entirely 
consumed, 

But few goods were saved from the stores. 
The lossis heavy, with but little insurance.

The 311 owe 
$682,096,460—mostly on account of water 
works, streets, railroad aid, parks, war 
expenses, public buildings, sewers, 
bridges, water improvements, schools and 
libraries, fire departments and cemete- 
ries, in the order named, Something 
over six millions of this indebtedness 
bears ten per cent, of which amount At- 
lanta furnishes afull proportion.

Six percent isthe rate paid on nearly 
half of the entire debt. The per capita 
debt varies greatly, from $2.62 in Colora- 
do to $141.84 in the District, where less 
than 160,000 population owe $22,886,769, 
with a sinking fund of $211,310. The 
heaviest burdened state in the south by 
this rule is South Carolina, $83.04; next 
is Louisiana, $81.22; next Georgia $78.39. 
Next to the District of Columbia is 
Maine, indebted $98.78 per capita. These 
figures represent the indebtedness of the 
cities and towns, but not the local debts 
of counties or other divisions.

The vote on the Cole charter should 
carry a lesson to Cincinnati of the pop- 
ular feeling that is back of Colonel Cole 
and his associates in Georgia.

Outside of the interest we feel in the 
matter on account of Atlanta, we feel 
sure that any man who studies the ques- 
tion will see that the interests of the 
whole state demand that this work 
should be started. The present capitol 
building is clearly inadequate, 
unsafe an 1 below the dignity of the state. 
Ifitis all this to-day, how much more 
® will it be five years from now. But 
it will take five years to complete the 
capitol ifthe work is started now. If 
the house to-day votes down the propo- 
sition offered by Mr. Barrow and in- 
dorsed by the finance committee, it will 
postpone the beginning and conse- 
quently the completion of this needed 
and essential work two years. It will 
thus be seven years before Atlanta can 
haye a capitol ready for 
the reception of her departments, 
her records, her courts and her 
legislature.

The Cole Charter. 

The passage of the Cole charter by the 
senate will be hailed with congratulation 
ail over the state. 

It is demonstrated beyond question 
and over afi debate and the earnest 
opposition of great railroad corporations, 
that Georgia will welcome capital and 
give it legitimate protection and encour- 
agement. There is nothing now to im- 
pede the progress of the state, nor bar 
out the millions of money that will seek 
investment here. Weare firm in the 
belief that Georgia will now enter on a 
career more glorious in meterial devel- 
opment than any yet made by any south- 
ern state. 

Itisdue Senator McDaniel that we 
should bear public testimony to the can- 
did and sincere position he took on the 
charter, and the fine effect it had on the 
final vote. While he offered an amend- 
ment tothe charter, he stated that he 
should vote for the charter, even if the 
amendment failed,and he effectually drew 
the fire of the last ditch of the opposition 
by prefacing his speech in favor of the 
amendment, with an unanswerable ar- 
gument showing that the charter should 
pass even if the amendment was lost. 
The effect of this was seen in the last

But now the charter ie granted. The 
work will be pushed ahead in lively style 
and the roads from Atlanta to Rome and 
Atlanta to Macon are certainties of the 
early future. If the legislature does 
nothing else during its entire session, its 
passage of the Cole charter will compen- 
sate for the $100,000 it has cost the peo. 
ple to get it together and maintain it. 
The Organization of the Senate. 
The elevation of Mr. Arthur to the 
presidential office—now happily uncer- 
tain at least—would revive the specula- 
tions about the organization of the sen- 
ate; but there is really no room for spec- 
ulations if the law and precedents are to 
be the guide. The law could not well 
be more distinct, or the precedents, five 
in number, more uniform. These pro- 
visions of the revised statutes embrace 
allthe law there is on the subject of 
swearing in senators: 

Sec. 28. The oath of office shall be adminis. 
tered by the president of the senate to each seu- 
ator whoshall hereafter be elected, previous to his 
taking his seat, 

Sec. 29. Whenapresident of the senate has 


not taken the oath of office it shall be administer- 
ed to him by any member of the senate. 


If a new senator is elected president 
pro tem, he may be sworn in by any 
senator; but all other senators-elect must 
be sworn by the president of the senate 
for the time being. In five instances the 
senate has met without a _ president, 
and in each case a resolution was 
adopted at the very outset 
directing a senator named to administer 
the oath toa new senator named who 
was by the same resolution made presi- 
dent protem. If an old senator is se- 
lected for president, no new oath of 
course has to be taken. When the sen- 
ate meets its first duty under the law and 
custom will therefore be to select the 
president pro tempore, and no new sena- 
tor can be sworn in until such selection 
is made. The law could not be plainer, 
or the record more consistent. From 
1789 down to the present day no new 
senator has been sworn in by a senator 
unless the new senator was at once 
elected president pro tempore. The 
New York senators will not be an excep- 
tion to this rule of almost a century. 
They must not only await the selection 
of a president pro tempore, but they 
must also first meet any objections that 
may be presented to their admission. 

Thegsenate now consists of 37 democrats, 
39° republicans, David Davis and Mahone, 
with two vacancies from New York. The 
democrats will therefore select a _presi- 
dent and secretary before the New York 
senators are sworn in. This they must 
do under the law, and this they un- 
doubtedly will do unless Mahone and 
Davis combine to make a tie—a very 
improbable event. In this connection it 
may be well to state that the placing ol a 
senator in the chair would not change 
the political status of the body a particle, 
for a president pro tempore retains his 
right to vote on all questions whether 
there is atieor not. When the New 
York senators are admitted, the control 
of the senate will depend upon theceurse 
pursued by David Davis and Mahone. 
Weare speaking of course solely with 
reference to the contingency of Arthur 
becoming president. These are the facts 
of the situation, and we are content to 
state them without indulging in specula- 
tions or advice. Next December is early 
enough to decide what course the demo- 
crats should pursue, and the democratic 
senators are men who can safely be 
trusted to act judiciously and patriotic- 
ally when the hour of action arrives.

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DISTRICT 1332. 


Its Pate Before Jadge Hillyer. 
The 1332 militia district injuuction case, 
wes yesierday disposed of by Jadge Hill- 


yer. 
On the first day of January 1881 Judge 
Daniel Pittman, then ordinary of Fuiton 
ton county, passed a bill creatiag a new 
militia dis rict which was densminated 
the 1332d militia district of Georgia. 

Duriog December 1880, the people resid- 
invin the southern portion of distric! 650 
presented Judge P.ttman a petition nu- 
merously sigued, asking the format.on of 
a new district by dividing the 530:h dis- 
trict into two parts. sof 7 
At that time the power of making mili- 
tia districts in Fulton county was vested 
in the ordinary, and after a careful investi- 
gation of the petition Jadge Pittman passed 
an order. though not 4during 4 
regular term of his court, creating a new 
district by dividing 530 by a line ragoing 
east and west, . 

Soon after the new district was formed 
Mr. J. F Sims was made a justice of the 
peace therein. Inthesame district Mr. T. A 
Pool was also a justice of the peace by vir- 
tue of a commission issued him previvus to 
the division of the oid district in which he 
was a justice, and between these two the 
fight for the new district was mad». . 

Beveral weeks ago the county commis- 
sioners were petitioned to abolish the new 
district. Iu the petition it was alieged that 
the new district was illegally created, but 
the commission in whose keeping tre 
militia districts now are, declined to grant 
ihe prayer 

Then the 
superior court was asked to en- 
join Mr. Sims, the newly com mis- 
sioned justice, from executing the duties of 
the office of justice of tue peaca ia the new 
district. Tue ground upon which the in 
junction was asked was that the district 
had not been'created in conformity with 
iaw. 

When the injunction was sought Judge 
Hiilyer was abseut from the city, and the 
motion was heard by Judge Harris, 
of the Coweta circuit, who granted 
an injunction to remeinin force unti] the 
return of Judge Lliilyer. 

Yesterday the bili was taken before 
Judyve Hi lyer «ra fioal hearing, Colonel 
KE. T Hoze represenied the compilalaant, 
Mr. Pool, and Colonel 8. B Spencer the 
respondent, Mr. Sims. 

The petition showed that the bill creat~- 
ing the new militia district had been passed 
by the court of ordinary in vacation when 
icshould have been done durivg a regular 
term of the court and that for that reason 
the district was illezailly created, and that 
therefore Mr. Sims was not entitled to dis- 
charge the duties of the office as justice uf 
the peace. 

Judge Hillyer, without rating upon these 
potots dismissed the motion for aa injance- 
tion holding that a writ of quo warrapto 
was the proper remedy for Mr. Pool to test 
Mr Sims's righ: to the office. 

The case, itis understood, will be t: ken 
to the supreme court.
